The delegates present were Mra, Dr. Patten,
Warren, and Dagget, of New England; Mrs,
Bishop Kingsley, Keen, and Eastluck, of Penn-
sylvania; Mrs. Dr. Butler, Skidmore, and Love,
of New York; Mrs, McCabe and Ferguosson, of
Cinclonati; Mrs. Prescott aud Jones, of 8t
Louls; Mrs. Willing, Rullson, and Kidder, of
Chleago: and Mra, Crook, of Baltimore.

This eociety, though not three years old, hans
grown to such immense proportions as to be one
of the moat influential and important of our
benevolent bodieg, and this eommities super-
visea In its aunual session all the district organ-
izations, and makes a prospective survey of the
work to be undertakeén during the next year.

A
pew branch was made 1or the Southern Atlantic
States, with headquarters at Baltimore, and
another for the S8outhwest, witn headquarters at
Atlanta, Georgia,
An elgbt-paged paper, published by this
gociety, ni the low price of 30 cenls per year,
called the Heatlhen Woman's Friend, has lu the
vear reached a circulation of 20,000, and has
een more than self-supporting. Mrs. Dr
Warren, of Boston, Is editor-in-chief.
A commiites was appointed to presenl a me-
morial to the United States Government, asking
that the rights of the sociery be recogaized,
and asking tbat the Government shall secure
protection for the ladies of the soclety now at
work in China,
_ The committee estimated $55,000 as necesaary
for their work during the coming year. The
soclety hns native Bible women in India and
«Chioa, and five Amerlean ladies in those flelda
superintending their work. One of these i= a
Ehyslclnu, and has had most marked snccess in

er practice: also as a missionary. Through her
practice, doors have been thrown open to her in
all directions, and nativea of rank have sub-
scribed liberally to her work.

The Philadelphia branch of the soclety is this
year (o send oul a medical lady to Pekin, and to
nn\mporl. elglht girls’ schools in Lucknow, besides
doing other important work.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIO.

“The Serpent on the Hearth" at the Arch,

Miss Kate Reignolds is a clever and pleasing
aclress, who, upfortunately, persists in appear-
ing in pieces which do not show her real ablli-
tles to the best advantage. Bhe is naturally a
comedinn, and In some light and graceful
comedy parts she makes a very favorable im-
pression, while she is capable of being equally
successful as the representative of a certain
clase of sentimental heroines whose woes are
scarcely profound emough to be considered
tragic. Miss Reignolds elects to appear in
dramas that class themselves under the head of
‘'sensational.” and which require to be per-
formed with energy If they are to make the
Ppreper impression on those that witness them.
Herstyle, however, is too placid and lacks suf-
ficient breadth for such plays as Nobody's
Baughter and The Serpent on the Hearth, and
ghe Is not able to do herself justice In them.
The last-named plece, which was performed last
eveniug at the Arch to & fair audience, is
as Interesting as most pleces of its kind, but has
the great and glaring defects of the majority of
so-called ‘“sensational” plays in being too
crowded with Incidents of no material moment,
and of being too complieated for effective stage
treatment. It is the story of a wife unjustly
suspected and driven from hér home by o
jealous husband, the real culprit being a false
friend who makes use of herto carry on an
intrigue. ‘“‘Marguerite,” the injured wife, wan-
ders about for some time aimlessly, her mind
being deranged by her misfortunes, but she is
finally, by a fortunate cowmbination of circum-
gtances, restored to reason and to her husband's
arms. The various scenes of the play afford
some excellent opportnuities for pathetic acting,
which are taken advantage of by Miss Reignolds
and her personation of *Margaerite” is in many
respects the best we have seen her give., A
trile more energy in the situastions where
energy is demanded would make it a really
artistie and impressive performance,

i# about 800 or 1000 yards off, and I have never
seen them bit the target yet, and everybody else
eaya the same thing. 1 don't belleve they have
had a singie “hit" since they commenced firing.
Their guns are a very pretty arm, They are
made on the Dahlgren principle, shorter and
heavier than the regular Dallgren howitzer, and
should be very good guns. They are made
here, a8 the Chiness bave a regular arsenal and
powder-mill in operation, i‘ne works are
superintended by forelgners.

Who the Chinese are making preparations
against I am unable to say. Of gourse we can
be counted out. The Enpglish seem to have
rome move on foot out bere, if all repoerts be
true. The Juno, a British transport, has arrived
at Hoog-Kong with a regiment of soldiers.
They were at the time sald to be lnwnded to
relleve the 10th Regiment, who have been sta-
tioned at Yokohama, snd who were to have
gone home; but now we hear that the 10th is
1ot to go home, but to be strengthened by some
companies now on thelr way out, and that seve-
ral transports are on their way to this station.
What the meaning of these movements s it is
hard to say at present. It may be that France
has declded to make a demand of China which
will cause war, aud the Euglish merely wish to
be prepared to look on. It is impossible to
learn anvthipg of what the French are dolng,
their headquariers belng st Balgon, which is a
couple of thounsand miles away, and we seldom
see apy one from that polnt.

The Korean expedition is still talked about,
and although it is a *“‘dead secret” everybody
seems to be pretty well posted on it. The Min-
later is to leave Pekin early in April, and meet
the Admiral at elther Chefoo or Bhanghai, and
a8 fOOn as preéparations can be fluished they are
to set gall for Korea, to deliver a treaty between
the United States and that country. From what
I can make out, bowever, the treaty has been
made all on one slde. The Koreans appear to
bave bad nothing to do with it. After the treaty
hins been delivered the fleet is to leave Korea,
and after an interval for the Koreans to think
over it, the fleet 18 to return and recelve the
document signed. If it is not signed there will
probably be trouble, but this part has been dis-
cusged very little,

I am very uagreeably disappointed in the
Roreans, We had beard many reports of the
feroeity of these peopls, but those I saw were
more pleasant by far than the climate, and ap-
parently a superior race. 1f, however, there is
to be any fighting about the Korean treaty I
think the American fleet will have its hands full,
for the French were repulsed some time agzo
when they made an attack, and rather badly
beaten.
